Eight Men Killed ned by a Boiler Ex- 
plosion in a Sawmill.

WEST BIRMINGHAM (Pa.,) This after- 
noon the bodies of eight men horribly 
mangled,scaided and disfigured were picked 
out from the ruing ot the Peck, Haskell 
& Cobb sawmill dere, the victims of the 
explosion of the botier.in, the mill. Five 
were dead and two of the three others 
have since died. The mill was run dy 
steam generated in an old eighty-horse- 
power boiler, which, it is reported, 
been condemned by an inspector a few 
days before. 

Thirteen men were employed in the mill. 
This morning they were at work when a 
belt broke, shutting down the operations. 
While it was being repaired nobody paid 
any attention to the boiler, which was 
making steam at a prodigious rate, for a 
hot, fire had been kindled under it. 

Suddenly there came a terrific explo- 
sion, followed by a cloud of steam, dust 
and smoke which rose bigh in the air. 
Four of the victims were torn limb from 
limb and their remains scattered about the 
mill and the immediate vicinity. Parts 
of the boiler were thrown hundreds of 
feet. The mill was almost entirely de- 
molished. The victims were horribly 
mangled, having their heads crushed to a 
jelly and being recognizable only by 
their clothing. The dead men were ail 
married and had families.

SECRETARY HERBERT'S STATEMENT. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Secretary Her- 
bert today, in response to inquiries, die- 
tated the following official statement con- 
cerning Admiral Meade: 

“At the Navy Department today it was 
learned that the department has addressed 
a letter to Admiral Meade stating that it 
desired to know if he was willing to 
answer whether he had or had not author- 
ized what purported to be an interview 
with him published in the New York Tri- 
bune, and that he had replied acknowledg- 
ingethe receipt of the letter and declining 
to answer the questions. 

“The facts in relation to the failure of 
the department to grant Admiral Meade’s 
request to have the Cincinnati ordered to 
the New York yard instead of the Nor- 
folk yard are that this vessel was ordered 
to go to the Norfolk navy-yard for repairs.

BANKING LAWS. The Banking Lew 
Journal calle attention to the fact that the 
record of decisions shows that year after 
year heavy losses are incurred by banks, 
under the harsh judicial precedente which 
have become established in cases where 
natural equity would frequently place the 
loes elsewhere. Under existing law in 
New York no duty is imcumbent upon «a 
depositor to examine returned paes-bouk 
and vouchers. More than one case can 
be cited where a confidential clerk of a 
depositor, keeping bis own private bank 
account, has forged the indorsements of 
checks given by his employer and depos- 
ited.and collected through his own bank 
for a Series of years, the fraud remaining 
eo long undetected because of the laxity 
of examination of returned vouchers; 
and when discovered, the bank which took 
the forged paper on deposit ultimately

COMMERCIAL. 

DGS BY WBHIGHT. A ehort time ego 
there was an agitation in California 
against the practice of selling butter by 
the roll, the said roll having diminished 
in weight little by little until in some 
cases a roll of butter, nominally two 
pounds in weight, would not really tip 
the scales at more than twenty ounces. 
The agitation resulted in introducing the 
selling of butter in two-pound rolls and 
twenty-elght-ounce rolls, so that the pur- 
chasers know just how much they are 
geiting for their money- 

Another article in which there is cer- 
tainly room for reform in the same di- 
rection, is the product of the hen. It is 
certainly unreasonable to sell eggs by; the 
dozen, regardiecs of size, when in some 
cases one variety of egg weighs at least 
twice as much as another, if not more. 
Under such circumstances there ie no en- 
couragement for people who raise breeds 
of fowls that lay large eggs, or if they 
raise some large eggs they are tempted 
to keep those for themselves and sell the 
small ones. 

The California Cultivator has the fol- 
lowing sensible remarks on this eubject: 

A decided reform ia called for im the 
matter of selling eggs. A gross injustice 
is practiced by somebody in selling a 
dozen small white eggs for the same price 
= that demanded for very large speci- 

mens, laid by the Houdan or Black Spaa- 

ish. The difference in size la a0 apparent 
tbat, K sold by the dozen, it seems that 
there should be a difference in price. Who 
would think of asking the same price 
for a dozen small oranges as that de- 
manded for an equal number of fine, large 
Washington navels? The contrast is no 
greater in one inetance than im the other. 
No doubt the fairest method would be 
weight. The producer who kept a breed 
of fowls producing very large eggs would 
receive the true value of his product, and 
‘his eggs with double ‘would go in 
with Hamburgs and Polish fowls at their 
juet value. 

‘Mongrel croesbred fowls usually pro- 
duce small eggs, hence in a section where 
the majority of. the hene kept are of the 
dunghill variety, the eggs will average 
very much smaller than in a section 
where the farmers have taken ss a to 
introduce the improved varieties. 

“The objection to retailing eggs by 
weight is the extra trouble of weighing 
and reckoning the value of small quan- 
tities. In selling a small number there 
would almost invariably be the fraction 
of a pound and it could not be made even 
weight so easily as coffee or sugar. It is 
not easy to change from a custom that ts 
handy to one that required a little more 
time and patience. But the truth remains 
that large eggs are worth more than 
small ones, and the producer of large eggs 
should receive the highest price. By all all 
means let us buy our eggs by das a 


BEET SUGAR. The following atate- 
ment given by an expert to the San Fran- 


cisco Chronicle shows how. steadily beet 


sugar has deen gaining over cane sugar: 

“Sugar has gone up in price all over 
the world. The rise here in granulated 
sugar followed the advance in Chicago, 
New ork and in Europe. Sugar was, 
some time ago in a state of terrible do- 
pression, and this rise is a slight reaction. 
Sugar was lower a short time ago than 
even known before. Last year there was 


That 
surplus undoubtedly had some influence 
in depressing the price of sugar. 

“It is the beet crop in Europe that now 
fixes the price of su The amount of 
sugar produced from beets is far in ex- 
cess of that yielded from cane. The en- 
tire sugar production last year amounted 
to 7,600,000 tons, of which 4,800,000 were 
made from beets and 2,800,000 from cane. 

“The beet-sugar crop in Europe has 
been tremendously stimulated by protect- 
ing it from foreign sugars and also by 
encouraging its exports by bounties. Un- 
der this double stimulus the cultivation 
of sugar beets has been increased enor- 
mously. Mulhall gives the following esti- 
mates of the production of cane and beet 
sugar in the world in English tons, which 
shows how u more rapidly the beet 
sugar —— has increased than the cane

The answer is probably because of the

BIG ORANGE PROFITS. Talk about 
big profits in orange, here is another ex- 
ample. Moreover, in this case it is not 
the loraly navel from which the big profits 
were derived, but the humble seedling, 
which a good many growers around Los 
Angeles are now complaining they cannot 
sell at any’ price. Asa Hall of Azusa has 
sold to Allen Bros. & Co., of this city, the 
eeedling oranges from about 125 trees, or 
one and a half acres, for $771 on the trees, 
the oranges haying been sold at $1 per 
box of sixty-five pounds on the trees. This 
is a little over six boxes to the tree, and 
the price paid shows that the seedlings 
were of good quality.

GENERAL BUSINES $ Topics. 

FORTUNATE GROWERS. It really seems 
as if everything was conspiring to work for 
the benefit of the California fruit-growers 
this year—at least for those of Southern 
California. The heavy frost in Florida 
made a good market for California oranges. 
Now reports come from the East announc- 
ing a series of unprecedented freezes and 
snowstorms throughout the Eastern and 
Northern States. New York and Peun- 
sylvania the great grape belt has been rav- 
aged and the crop entirely ruined. Along 
the southern shores of Lake Erie there 
were about 256,000 acres of vines from 
which 3600 cars were shipped last season. 
A few days ago the vines were loaded with 
blossoms, while today they are black as if 
they had been swept by fire. The loss to 
the growers in this section alone is esti- 
mated at $2,000 

From Michigan comes the news that the 
peaches have been seriously damaged by 
the cold, and im Wisconsin, Indiana and 
other States fruit of all kinds has been 
seriously injured. 

Not only will thie result in good prices 
for California fru this season, but it em- 
phasizes the fact that California is the 
only section of the United States that can 
be regularly relied upon to produce a good 
crop of fruit. This State is evidently des- 
tined to be the great fruit section of the 
United States, and to a certain extent, of 
the wor While this is true of the whole 
State, it is specially true of Southern Call- 
fornia. This year they had something of 
a freeze in the central and northern pafts 

but wouth of the Techachepi 
damage to d@eciduous fruit by fros a 
scarcely known, while material injury 
to citrus fruits is very rare along the foot- 
hills in the true citrus belt. 

The fruit-growers of Southern California 
need have no fear about overdoing the 
market. There may be an occasional tem- 
porary glut of certain products, owing to 
lack of facilities for marketing them fresh, 
or for working them up as dried, canned or 
crystallized fruit, but it is not too much 
to say that the time ia not very distant 
when 18 will de possible to dispose at fair 
prices of products of every acre in 
the seven southern counties that is adapted 
to fruit culture.

Lemons, for which warm weather created 
a largely-increased demand, advanced 
from 25 to 50 cents a box, despite the fact 
that there is a good supply in the market 
and that large shipments are on their way 
here from Mediterrarean ports. The fol-

Small ehipments have been re- 
ceived daily, but invariably in poor con- 
dition, long journeys through hot weather 
without the use of ice causing them to = 
rive in a complete state of collapse. 
advices have yet been received of . 
shipments having been made, and it 1 
hoped in the trade that none will be made 
except in refrigerator cars carrying a suf- 
ficient quantity of ice to aseure the preser- 
vation of fruit and its arrival in a mar- 
ketable condition. 

Regarding the ventilated-car experiment 
the Barl Fruit Company, which receives 
large quantities of California fruits, says: 
“The experiment which has been so un- 
successful with cherries is being tried on 
oranges with more or less disastrous re- 
sults, ae the auction sales of the week 
have fully demonstrated. Had the same 
quality of seedlings been properly packed 
and iced they would have sold for from 50 
to 75 cents per box more than was ob- 
tained for those that came in ventilated 
care. The wretched appearance of much of 
the California fruit now being sold here at 
auction warrants the reflection made by 
a prominent member of the fruit trade 
that orange-growers of California, in pack- 
ing of goods. are doing little to make their 
product aw popular and profitable as it 
should be, 1 just now when Sicily 
orangés are in unusually limited supply.

FREE SILVER SLUGGERS. 


ALL I8 NOT HARMONY IN THE 


There is free-silver eideshow in Los 
Angeles that seems to be bent on making 
trouble for those who are performing un- 
der the main tent. This sideshow ia 4 
remnant of the local movement started 
here last winter—a remnant that refused 
to fall into line with the national move- 
ment represented by the American Bi- 
metallic party. 

One of the performers under the main 
tent was interrupted in his vaulting ca- 
reer by a Times reporter yesterday, and 
asked about the opposition gang. He re- 
plied at length and proceeded to mount 
the tottering frames of the pretenders in 
great shape. He sald: 

„That local movement, Which started 
cut to organize the State of California 
for free eilver on independent political 
lines, did not have entirely smooth sailing. 


Ite organization consisted of a State Ex- | 


ecutive Committee, of which Pnoch Pep- 
per was chairman. An ex-Populist coterie, 
comprising Pepper, Alva ‘Udell, H. 
Savage and John Robson, were very se- 
tive. in organizing the movement and 
rather got the better of the Republicans 
Democrate in the preliminary work 
by rallying their forces and outvoting the 
conservatives upon issues that arose. 
In this way they were able to force upon 
the movement a: plamk declaring for a 
volume of currency equal to 15 per cent. 
of the volume of the domestic trade of the 
country, and a plau of organization that 
provided for the appointment by Ohair- 
man Peppér of nearly six thousand com- 
mitteemen in the voting - precincts of 
California. This plan of organization was 
the’ handiwork of Udell, and the 16 per 
cent. proposition ‘was the pet plank of 
Pepper. In making up the so-called State 
Committee Pepper appointed his brother, 
Dr. C. T. Pepper, as one of the Demo- 
cratic members. 
„After this committee was appointed it 
held meetings for nearly three months 
without ever being able to get a quorum 
together. During thie time Chairman 
Pepper did nothing except to appoint John 
A. Farnsworth, a Democrat, chairman of 
the Los Angeles County Committee, which 


not authorized to make. The time of the 
meetings was largely taken up in listen- 
ing to Pepper's exhortations upon the 
merits of hie 15 per cent. volume-of-cur- 
rency proposition. Some of the members 
became impatient at the inactivity, but 
the chairman did mot treat their sugges- 
tions of impatience with much toleration.

Pep- 
per apparently did not at the time see that 
this action involved’ the giving up of 
Udell’s plan Of ofganization, his 15- 
per cent. proposition, Sut dy the next. 
meeting he had discovered it; and he 
then ruled that it was null and void, and 
held that the committee could do nothing 
except in accordance with Udell's plan 
of organization. 

Pepper's committee culminated at the 
next meeting, when Pepper refused to 
recognize any as members except four who 
voted his way. In this way he adjourned 
the committee subject to his call, and with 
tis four steadfast supporters, John A. 
Farnsworth, Willoughby Cole, J. A. Cowell 
and John Robson, left the meeting. Udell

The Refunding Bonds. 
THE CITY ATTORNEY SENT TO NEW 
YORK. 

In wew of the existing complications 
which had arisen over the issue of refund- 
ing donds, tt was yesterday deemed by 
che City Council to be advisable to send 
the City Attorney to New York instead of 
acting on the matter at long reach. 

The Council held an adjourned 
yesterday morning, at which President 
Teed moved that the City Attorney be di- 
rected to at once proceed to New York 
in the matter of the bonds above men- 
tiemed, and that he be authorized to ex- 
pehd not to exceed $225 for such pur- 
pc se. The motion was adopted. 

The force of the City Clerk’s office and 
so that of the City Attorney's office was 
at once detailed to make abstracts of all 
proceedings as far as possible bearing 
on the bonds, in crder that the City Ator- 
ney might have such abstract to take 
with bim for use if desired. This waz 
fcund to be no small matter, for the pro- 
ccedings were volumnous, and it was only 
just in ume chat the necessary copying 
c be completed. The pa were 
banded co City Attorney Dunn just before 
the Santa Fe cverland left the station last 
evening. 

While the City Attorney is directed to 
proceed t New York in the matter of the 
refunding bonds, & is not merely for that 
purpose that he is to take the tp. The 
en pertence Wich ‘the city has undergone 
in the matter of refunding bonds has 
rade it appear that a somewhat differs ant 
p.ocedure in the sale of schere, head- 
works and city jail bonds may be ad- 
visable. 

Heretofore it has been customary for the 
ety in offering bonds for sale to offer 
thom subject to the opinion of the buyer's 
attorney as to their validity, What ie 
proposed to be done in the case of the 
bonds soon 
firs: furnish a complete abstract of all pro- 
ceedings in reference to them to some at- 
torney who is a recognized authority in 
uch matters, and, before advertising for 
bids for the purchase of the bonds, to have 
abe attorney thus employed give an opin- 
ion as to their validity. If he gives as his 
cpinion that che bonds are legal, then they 
ere to be advertised for sale on condition 
that the successful bidder is to recalve 
them and deliver the money immediately 
withovt taking time to have the buyer's 
own attorney pass upon the validity of the 

nes. 

While the City Attorney fs in New York 
it is understood, therefore, that he wil! 
take the necessary steps leading to an 


mentioned for the examination of the pro- 
ceedings and the giving of an opim'on a; 
to the legaltty of the bonds. It is said 
1 that an agreement of this kind may be 

made at a cost to the aty which, in con- 
sideration of the large sums involved, is a 
mere tre. 

Regarding the law enacted by the Legis- 
kature at its late session, prohibiting the 
sale of the refunding bonds, it is thought 
that an cpinion of competent hogal author- 
ity may perhaps be secured to the effect 
that the law in question is unconst!tu- 
tonal. and that the issue of de refund- 
ing bonds in the manner intended is legal. 
Sheow'd such a desirable result be accom- 
plished, then the purchasers (Street, Wykes 
& Co.,) may take the bonds, and the city 
receive the $20,000 premium after all. 


The Police Commission, 
A STEP TO PUNISH BRRING SALOON- 
KEEPERS. 


The meeting of the Police Commieslon 
yesterday did not have as interesting de- 
velopments as it was thought there would 
be, but a fair amount of business was 
done. The Mayor was necessarily absent, 
he having a pressing engagement in court, 
and Commissioner Barham also was not 
present. 

Commissioner Neld presided, and as 
soon as the session had been called to 
order a delegation of women representing 
the W.C.T.U. was given an audience. The 
three women present were: Migs G. T. 
Stickney, State corresponding secretary 
of the W. C. T. U.: Mrs. M. J. Saxton, local 
superintendent of the department of social 
purity, and Mrs. H. E. M. Pattee, county 
superintendent of the same department. 

Miss Stickney spoke in reference to the 
manner in which women are kept in the 
City Jail. She, with other women, had 
visited the cell where female persons 
were kept, and had seen that the small 
cell contained only three beds. One of 
the women kept there had stated that only 
two or three nights before there had been 
altogether thirteen women kept in the 
place for the most of the night. They 
could not all lie down, and so they had 
to sit up and get such sleep as they could. 

Men would not treat cattle that way, 
Miss Stickney said, and it seemed as if 
some better provision might be made for 
the women, who were so unfortunate as 
to have to be put in jail. 

After a brief discussion of the question 
it was, on motion, decided to recommend 
to the City Counci] that, pending the con- 
struction of a new city jail, suitable quar- 
ters be rented or otherwise provided for 
the women prisoners. 

On reports presented by the Chief the 
following applications were granted: C. 
M. Peters for a transfer of saloon license 
at No. 312 North Main street from Henry 
Stieler; Fred Meyer for a transfer of sa- 
loon license at No. 529 East First street 
from Anton Stern; Murphy & O' connor 
for a transfer of saloon license at No.

A REAL ESTATE DEALER'S DIVORCE. 


The defendant in the divorce suit of 
Mary Maud Shattuek vs. Charles R. Shat- 
tuck appeared before Judge Shaw yester- 
day morning tolshew cause why he ghould 
not be compelled to pay alimony, ard also 
why he should not be restrained from in- 
derkering with the peaceful occupancy of 
her house by the plaintiff.

The defendant, a man about 32 years of 
age, stated that he was a real estate 
broker in the employ of Grider & Dow, 
but that he had only earned $5 in the last 
six weeks, that being his commission on a 
$200 sale. —— in April he had, how- 
ever, sold three Jersey calves to a German 
from Whittier. for’ $75, of which he gave 
his wife $5. Both were examined as to 
their property, which consisted of the 
house and lot on Twenty-eighth street and 
ten acres of land at Downey. Mrs. Shat- 
tuck insisted that both pieces of property 
belonged to her, but Shattuck claimed that 
while the title was in his wife’s name it 
was understood that he only deeded it to 
her for the purpose of standing off“ their 
creditors. Both parties were inclined to 
de bitter and cynical, and it was evident 
that if there ever had been any mutual 
love and respect every spark of both had 
been eradicated.

I now take the opportunity to point out 
some facts, which in my opinion, should 
be of great satisfaction to you. e fes- 
tival, given practically by the merchants 
of this city, and under your supervision, 
has been a success as a financial proposi- 
tion.

As an object lesson of 
possibilities for this city none can demon- 
strate mo reibly that this city can be 
made the center of music and art, at 
witht proper assistance our future attfac- 
ti as a city should proclaim to the 
world that in this city civilization can 
find’ all that which makes life agreeable 
and instructive. We can supplement na- 
ture, which has given us a climate unsur- 
passed in the world, with such attractions, 
which will bring to us a large class of 
people who will make this city their home 
for such reasons only, The commence 
ment is made; we have brought together 
our music-loving citizene; they should com- 
bine and form one great musical society, 
ff necessary under your protection, which 
could be made self-sustaining through a 
series of concerts. The flower procession, 
which was a revelation to us all, will 
atimulate the love and cultivation of par- 
ticular flowers, suitable for euch purposes, 
thus making this part of our celebration 
the principal feature. We must not forget 
that we have-in this particular sentiment 
the entire State as competitor next year, 
and it is therefore necessary for our citi- 
gens to form ideas early and thus indi- 
vidually assist in upholding the high stand- 
ard of exceliency of our attractive parade. 
The main issue before you must be your 
outspoken sentiment as to whether the 
next La Fiesta shall be held under your 
auspices or aot. I call attention to this 
advisedly, for the reason that it must be 
now understood whe will undertake this 
task. If you should decide not to do 80, 
it win be but just courtesy to allow the 
citizens to call a meeting and decide what 
action is necessary to perpetuate La Fiesta 
de Los Angeles. To drop our celebration 
would be a crime to all who love this 
city, who delight in the knowledge that 
we have received the plaudits of our 
visitors, who are impressed, not alone, with 
the excellent character of our celebration, 
but also with the magnificent behavior of 
our citizens on occasions when rowdyism 
could have deen expected. It pla our 
citizens on high level of eg oy: and 
good common sense, proving to world, 
that Los Angeles is an ideal city. 

In conclusion, I thank you all for the 
confidence you have reposed in me and 
for the pleasant manner of sustaining my 
efforts to make La Fiesta de Los An- 
gelen the success it has attained. In be- 
half of my successor, should you decide 
to conduct the flesta of 1896 and appoint 
a director-general, I respectfully urge you 
to make such appointment as soon as prac- 


tical, an early choice being absolutely nec-. 


essary; as a novice he must have time to 
think and lay out his plans for future ac- 
tion.

Within the last year The Tribune has 
received score and «cores of letters re- 
ferring to this subject, many of them 
quoting the statements given in Ooin's 
Financial School,” and inclosing clippings 


from Populist journals in various parts of 


the United States which have repeated 
these statements. Many of them baye 
gone 30 far as to state that the bill of 
1873 was passed through Congress by brib- 
ery. Several have stated that a man by 
the name of Ernest Seyd had at that time 
visited this country, bringing with ‘him 
$500,000 of British gold which he used in 
securing the passage of the bill. During 
the last twelve montbs dozens of men 
have written The Tribune letters similar 
to the one published above, asking if the 
charges made about the law were true, 
and ®egging The Tribune to publish a 
statement with regard to the same, either 
admitting the charges or giving some ref- 
utation of them. . 

The Tribune has heretofcre frequently 
denied these allegations of secrecy, fraud 
and bribery, but has never made a thor 
ough investigation in detail of the his- 
tory Of the bill. It has seemed to The 
Tribune somewhat humiliating to the peo- 
ple of the United States to be dalled upon 
to refute charges which so seriously af- 
fect the integrity, héhor and business 
ability of the American Congress. Re- 
cently, however, the requests of this kind 
have become eo numerous that The Trib- 
uns has finally concluded that the time has 
come when a. full investigation should be 
made or an exact statement of the facts 
attending the inception and passage of 
that law prepared and placed before the 
American public. The Tribune detailed 
me to do that work, and I dave been 
obliged to visit Washington for the pur- 
pose. I now call the attention of the read- 
ers of this journal to a plain statement of 
the facte with regard to the law of 1873, 
as I have taken them, word for word, 
from the records and reports now ‘to be 
tound on file in the city of Washington. 
Fortunately for the country, a question of 
this Kind can usually be settled by a ref- 
erence to public documents, which are 
printed and carefully preserved in the 
archives of the nation. 

One of the first complaints made is that 
mention of the silver dollar was secretly 
dropped from the mintage law (as if that 
were an unusual place to find such legis- 
lation,) and that the action escaped obser- 
vation. In what other, law should that 
action have been taken? 

ORIGIN OF THE SILVER DOLLARS. 

The law which originally made the sil- 
ver dollar the unit of value was enacted 
April 2, 1792. I have that bill before me. 
It is entitled, An Act Bstablishing a Mint 
and Regulating the Coins of the United 
States. In sec. 9 that act provides for the 
coining of ‘‘eagles—each to be of the value 
of. ten dollars or units, and to contain 
247.5 grains of abe or 270 grains of stand- 
ard gold. .. Dollars or units—each 
to be of the value of a Spanigh-milled dol- 
lar, as the same is now current, and to 
contain 371.4-16 grains of pure, or 416 
grains of standard silver.” 

Upon careful examination I assert that 
no change with reference to coins has 
ever been made in this country, éXcept ir 
some law concerning the “mints,” and 
that the proper place for the law of 1873 
was exactly where it is found. 

The amount of pure silver in the stand- 
ard silver dollar has never been changed, 
The amount of alloy in the silver dollar 
has been reduced, so that its weight is 
now 412.5 grains instead of 416 grains, as 
at first provided. 

JEFFERSON STOPPED THEIR _COLN- 
AGE. 

By referring to the report of the Di- 
rector of the Mint for 1893, p. 88, the fol- 
lowing statement of a very important fact 
ee be found: 

o issue of silver dollars was made 
from the Mint from 1805 to 1836, the coin- 
age having been suspended. by the direc- 
tioh of President Jefferson, owing to the 
fact that, their bullion value being greater 
than their face value, they were purchased 
for export. The order of suspension is 
contained in the following letter, under 
date. of May 1, 1806, addressed to the Di- 
rector of the Mint at 1 dy 
James Madison, Secretary of 
“DEPARTMENT OF STATS) May 1806. 


“Sir: In consequence 
8 seq of a representation 


and as it ts probable further purchases 
and exportations will de made, the Presi- 
dent directs that all the allver to be coined 
at the Mint all be of small denomina- 


Thus it will be seen that Thomas Jeffer- 
son, by an executive order, stopped the 
coinage of the standard silver dollar in this 
country for a period of over thirty years. 
I fave never heard him denounced for 
such action. He did it simply for the pur- 
pose of preventing silver from being sent 
out of the country. 

CHANGES IN THE GOLD DOLLAR. 


June 28, 1834, Congress passed a law 
changing the amount of pure gold in the 
— dollar from 24.75 grains to 23.2 

ns. 


In the mintage law of 1837 it was pro- 
vided that all the coins of the United 
States, both gold and silver, should con- 
tain 900 parts of pure metal and 100 parts 
of alloy in each 1000 parts. That law also 
provided that the gold dollar should con- 
sist of 23.22 grains of pure gold, or 26.8 
grains of standard gold, and that the 
silver dollar should consist of 412.5 grains 
of standard silver, which left the silver 
dollar containing 371.25 grains of pure 
silver as at first. Thus it will be seen 
that the pure silver in each — 
silver dollar has never been changed; but 
the amount of pure gold in the gold dol- 
lar ts 1.53 grains less than as fixed by the 
first law in 1792. The value of a coin de- 
pends upon the amount of pure metal 
which it contains. Consequently, the gold 
dollar contained less real value under the 
laws of 1834 and 1837 than the gold dol- 
lar under the law of 1792. 

When the gold dollar was reduced dy 
the amount of 1.53 grains of pure gold, the 
silver dollar wes, by comparison, increased 
in value, and was worth more in the 
United States than the gold dollar up to 
1874. Owing to the fluctuations in silver, 
the people adopted the gold dollar as the 
unit of measure of value, and the values 
of the United States, until the suspen- 
sion of specie payments, were always 
named in gold dollars. Silver dollars 
were always quoted at a premium. They 
were at a premium in 1873 of between 2 
and 3 cente on the dollar. The premium 
had even been greater than that during 
the increased production of gold during 
the period from 1848 to 1854. 

The man does not live who can suc- 
cessfully dispute a eingle statement thus 
far made. They are all taken from the 
public records. 

CONGRBSS ASKED TO STOP THE STL- 
VER DOLLAR. 

Now, about the law of 1873. That law 
was prepared previous to 1870. It was 
drafted by a number of experts, who were 
consulted in various parts of the Union, 
Among them were Mr. Boutwell, Secretary 
of the Treasury; John J. Knox, Deputy 
Controller of the Currency; Mr. Linder- 
man, a Director of the Mint, and Mr. Par- 
sons, Superintendent of the Mint at Phila- 
delphia. 

After a eorreapondence with a large 
number of experts upon mints and coin- 
age, the bill was framed, and with the 
correspondence was submitted to Congress 
in the most complete form, and with an 
elaborate report from Mr. Knox explain- 
ing its provisions. There was nothing 
secret about the matter. Every step taken 
in the incipiency of this measure was as 
pen as the light of day. Thousands of 
copies of the bill were sent broadcast to 
all parts of the country. The Bankers 
Magazine,” in its number of July, 1870, 
printed the report of Mr. Knox and com- 
mented on the same. The bill, with the 
. of Mr. Knox containing the entire 

ence, was sent to John Sher- 
— chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate, by Mr. Boutwell, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, with a letter dated 

April 25, 1870. The bill as then drafted 
DROPPED THE SILVER DOLLAR FROM 
THE COINS OF THE UNITED STATES 
AND MADE THE GOLD DoLLAR THE 
UNIT OF VALUE in this eduntry. In the 
report of Mr. Knox this fact was ex- 
plicitly stated. The words wsed in a let- 
ter from Mr. Patterson make part of his 
„ The capitals used in the several 
extracts given below are ours. The words 
of Mr. Patterson, in Mr. Knox's report, 
are: 

The silver dollar, half-dime and three- 
cent piece are dispensed with by this 
amendment. GOLD DCOM THE 
STANDARD MONBY, OF WHICH THE 
GOLD DOLLAR Is THE UNIT. Silver is 
subsidiary, embracing coins from the dime 
to the half-dime. 

Mr. Knox further says in bis own words: 

The coinage of the silver-dollar piece, 
the history of which is here given, 18 
DISCONTINUED in the proposed bill. It 
is by law the dollar unit, and assuming 
the value of d to be fifteen and one- 
half times of silver—deing about the 
mean ratio for the last six years—is worth 
in gold premium of about à per cent. (its 
value being 103.12,) and intrinsically more 
than 7 per cent. premium in our other 
sliver ooin, its value thus being 107.42. 
The present laws consequently authorize 
both a gold-dotlar unit and a silver-dollar 
unit, differing from each other in intrin- 
sic value. The present gold-dollar piece 
is made the dollar unit in the proposed 
bill, and the silver-dollar-piece is discon- 
tinued. 

Is there anxthing hidden in those state- 
ments? 

Mr. Sherman made the following state- 
mont upon the floor of the Senate in his 
speech of August 30, 1893: 

Mr. President, the Finance Committee 
carefully examined that bill. We were 
not in any a about it. It was sent

The 
bill was reported to the Senate December 
19, 1870, after lying in our committee-room 
for eight months. The nature of the bill I 
have already described.

No one proposed to reissue it. The Pa- 
cific Coast had six “Coast bad six intelligent, able and able and 
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competent Senators on this floor. repre- 
seming a population then of more 
than a million, if that much would 


have carefully looked out for the interests 
of silver if the bill affected them injuri- 
ously. But the silver dollar that time was 
worth more than the gold doar, Call- 
— and Nevada were on the gold Stand- 


As I said, the Ml was printed over and 
over again, finally reported and brought 
before the Genate. It was debated here 
for three days, and I dave the volumin- 
ous record upon the subject. 

The bill came toa final vote on the 10th 
of January, 1871. It was passed by a yea 
and nay vote, thirty-six Senators voting 
in its favor and fourteen in the negative. 
The Senators from the Pacific Slope, in- 
cluding Mr. Stewart of Nevada, voted for 
the dill, and Mr. Sherman voted against 
it. Mr. Sherman tells us that he so voted, 
not because the bill dropped the coinage 
of the standard silver dollar, but because 
it compelled the mints to coin gold free 
of charge, and that at that time he was 
opposed to such a condition. There was 
surely nothing secret or underhanded in 
the proceedings so far. 

The bill was sent from the Senate to 
the House, and, on January 13, 1871, on 
motion of William D. Kelley, the Senate 
bill was ordered to be printed. February 
25, 1871, Mr. Kelley, the chairman of the 
Committee on Coinage, reported the bill 
back with an amendment in the nature of 
a substitute, when it was again printed 
and recommitted. 

The Forty-first Congress died by consti- 
tutional Mmitatlon a few days after the 

ll had been thus reported, and without 
any action upon it by the House.

"PROVED ED FATAL. 


The Sad Death of Alva P. Moore of 
Santa Kosa. 


The young man with a crushed skull 
who was found lying on the track of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, near River Sta- 
tion, Monday night, died in the Receiving 
Hospital at 5 o’clock Tuesday morning, 
without having regained consciousness. 
He was identified early in the day as 
Alva Preston Moore of Santa Rosa, by 
Charles Barham, son of Congressman Bar- 
ham, of Santa Rosa, and cousin of Police 
Commissioner Barham of this city.

Judge Moore, himself, telegraphed for 
particulars later in the day.

testified that he had known the young: 
man ever since he was a boy. He be- 
longed to a good family, was very drighbt 
and, so far as he knew, had no bad habits, 
He seemed to have gone on a tramp, 
purely for love of adventure.

RAILWAY COMMISSIONERS. 
WASHINGTON. May 14.—The sixth an- 
nual convention cf State Railway Commis- 
sioners was called to order at the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission cfilce today, 
Delegates from the Association of Rail- 
Way Clerks participated in the discussion. 
Alien Fort of Georgia acted as chairman 
and Secretary EK. A. Mosley of the Inier- 
sta‘e Commerce Commission, as secre- 
tary. Prof. Adams, statistician of the 
Vommittee on Railway Siatistics, read the 
commission's annual report. The conclu- 
sions of the commissioners were tnat 
Practically the only unit of traffic now 
arrived ac is the revenue per toa jer mile, 
unit considered unsatisfactory. The 
eommission decided it would be advisable 
in the future to undertake a freight move- 
ment and freight revenue so that the rev- 
enue per ton per mile for each kind of 
freight could be secured, as was suggested 
at the last convention. 


In view of toe fact that the cost of this | 


system would be about $1,000,000 and of 
thd depressed condition of the railway 
business, the commission recommended the 
report hie on the table. Most of the morn- 
ing Was spent in discussing the report and 
Aenou upon it was pos poned. 

At the afternoon session Jaines Peabody, 

editor of the Kailway Age, read a paper 
on “Protection of Public Interest During 
Rallway Labor Contests.“ 
_Muco of the time was consumed in dis- 
eursion of a resolution »ffered by Com- 
missioner Treburg of Minnes®&a, declar- 
img that a considerable numver of citi- 
seas of the United States believed it to 
be for the best interests of the people that 
the government own and operate the rail- 
roads; that 
aCcessible to the public for the ecst and 
vaſue and costs of railroads; that the 
question was one of great importance in 
the consideration of rate cases by commis- 
sions and courts and that ihe convention 
should petition the next Congress to con- 
Sider the advisability and ‘wasibility of 
ascertaining the cost and value of the rail- 
road property and the probable cost of 
reproducing the roads. Tae resolution was 
fitaily iaid on the table. After the ses- 
Sion the commissioners went to the White 
House in a body and were received by 
President Cleveland.

State law is, however, explicit upon the 
subject of danger signals at railway cross- 
ings, and declares that a bell of regulation 
Weight, twenty pounds, should be kept 
finging for eighty rods from the place 
where the railroad crosses any street, road 
or highway, or the steam whistle should 
be blown and sounded for the came dis- 
tance. > 
The Council has the right to cause the 
railway companies to place gates at their 
crossings within the limits of the city, and 
a resolution of intention affecting the Colo- 
rudo-street crossing of the Santa Fa track 
is on file in the office of the City Clerk. 
Upon the subject of gates and danger sig- 
nals at the crossings of streets with the 
railway, the Council has mandatory pow- 
ers, and any strictures upom the 
railways in this particular apply first of 
all to the Council because that power has 
not been exercised. It is not assumed that 
the Terminal Railway desires accidents, 
as they are costly affairs to all concerned, 
but it has been found in several instances 
that the tones of the bell do not carry far 
enough to be of much value as a warning, 
and at dangerous crossings the whistle 
should certainly be substituted. Apropos 
of the subject, the electric railway of- 
fidials assert that their rules require the 
conductors to leave their cars at the cross- 
ings of the railway tracks, go ahead, and 
signal the motorneer. If ahy failure to ob- 


serve this rule is brought to their nctice 
their.

The Plucky Girl Who is Cycling 
the Globe. 

SANTA BARBARA, May 14.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Miss Annie Londondery, 
who is making a tour of the world on a 
bicycle in fulfillment of @ wager made by 
two men of Boston, arrived in Santa Bar- 
bara Monday night. The lady does not 
look to have suffered to any great extent 
by her long jaunt. Her face is tanned, 
otherwise she shows no evidence of her 

journey. 

During her long journey, begun last 
June, she has not been ill a day, save @ 
week's illness with the grip in San Luis 
Obispo, superinduced by getting wet in 
wading the streams adjacent to the last 
named place. From Watsonville she made 
daily runs of 100 miles for three days, 
though in order to make Boston in pur- 
suance of the terms of the wager, June 
. she is only required to average sixty- 
four miles a day. 

Miss Londondery does not speak in glow- 
ing terms of the roads of the United 
States. She says there is a marked con- 
trast between them and those of Europe, 
and she hopes that cycling may in time 
induce Americans to give more attention 
to their roads. France, said the lady, 
“has most beautiful roads, free from dust, 
and what a pleasure it is to ride over 
them, along side of the fine farms that 
dot and beautify France. Cycling is a 
luxury in such a roaded country. 

The fair globe cycliet says she has met 
with the kindest consideration everywhere. 
In France she was held up by three high- 
waymen, but even these gentlemen of the 
road were kind enough to return to her 
her solitary franc, all the coin she carried. 
In speaking of this incident Miss London- 
dery said: 
from La Cone, France, and had begun 
the descent of a little hill when my -wheel 
was suddenly grabbed from behind. This 
sudden stoppage caused me to go head- 
long over my handle bars, striking on 
my head, which I bady bruised, and in- 
juring my ankle. On arising to my feet 
I pulled my revolver, but saw it was no 
use when three burly fellows confronted 
me, and so gave up my solitary franc.

What is an Orchid? 

A horticultural journal seeks to rem- 
edy the popular inabifity to define what 
an orchid is. People may know an orchid 
when they see one; they may even. be 
cognizant of the habits and with the hab- 
its of some of the more hardy varieties, 
but to give a definition at sight would 


certainly be Inpossible to m A 
plant which is not peculiar to zone, 
which is found in the frigid eq with 


the torrid, which has at least ten thou- 
sand varieties already known to man, of 
whom some grow from roots, some from 
a bulb (or from a pseudo-bulb,) some 
growing in trees, some creeping on the 
ground, some of the plants completely 
covering huge legs and trunks, others 
growing of the size and with the profu- 
sion of the daisy; such a plant, such a va- 
riety of plants, must needs have some- 
thing in common to enable the perplexed 
botanist to classify and to catalogue his 
specimens. Every orchid flower consists 
_of three petals and three sepals. Under 
the micréscope every difference apparent 
to the naked eye disappears, and one sees 
that whereas in other plants the organs 
of reproduction are separate, in the orchid 
they are, in each case, fused together. 
Orchids have the style and the stamons 
in common with other plants; but they
